|iave  been  neveral  day*  of  brilliant  auu<

"The  outatandlnr  feature  of  tha 
period  haa  been  our  artlllerjr  aotlrlty.

LONDON.  Jan.  XI.— A  BrlUsb  ofllcial 
statement  Issued  tonight  on  the  opera- 
tlona  in  Camaroon.  on  the  west  coast  of 
Africa,  follows:

LONDON,  Jan.  CI— Tbe  ^Ing  of  Mon- 
tenegro, says  a  dispatch '  to  the  J>;x- 
change  Telegraph  Company  from  ilome, 
has  entrusted  the  complete  conunand  of 
bis  army   to  Ueneral  Martinovltch. 

Xhc  report  in  London  had  it  that  it 
was  General  Martinovltch  who  headed 
the  army  in  a  revolt  against  the  King's 
attempt  to  arrange  a  peace  with  Aua- 
trla.

"Our  patrols  have  been  active  and 
have  maintained  the  upper  hand  in  'No 
Man'a  Land.'  On  one  occasion  a  Oerman 
patrol  approached  our  tranches,  but  was 
detected  and  speedily  driven  off.  With 
this  eaception  the  abscfice  of  the 
enemy's  patrol  baa. been  moat  marked. 

"On  January  17  an  officer'a  patrol  dis- 
covered an  anemy  liatedlng  poet,  and 
although  heaTlly  fired  on,  aucceeded  in 
driving  back  the  occupants  to  their  own 
trenchea.

"Hlnce  the  defeat  of  Serbia,"  saya  the 
correapondcnt.  "tho  court  party,  fearing 
A  almNar  fat*  for  Montenegro,  bad  ad- 
vised King  Nicholaa  to  surrender  as 
the  only  salvation.  The  King  sent  for 
General  MarUnovltch  to  defend  the  ap- 
proaches to  the  capital,  promising  to 
open  negotlaUons  if  defence  was  futile. 
Ueneral  Martinovltch  was  unable  to 
muster  more  than  1,100  men,  which 
number    waa   obviously    insufficient. 

"King  Nicholas  then  consented  to  ca- 
pitulate, and  began  tho  parley,  relying 
on  the  assurances  of  Ms  advisers  that 
AuHtrla  would  treat  Montenegro  with 
the   utmoat   generosity. 

"When  discussions  of  the  actual 
terms  were  begun  King  Nicholas  was 
stunned  by  tho  harshness  of  the  Aus- 
trian demands,  which  reduced  Montene- 
Kro  to  a  vassal  state  of  Austria.  Mean- 
time General  "  Atartlnovitch,  who, 
throughout,  had  been  an  opponent  to 
capitulation,  retreated  to  Scutari,  where 
he  waa  reinforced  by  patriots.  He  la 
now  the  real  leader  of  the  country,"

PARIS,  Jan.  21— "My  situation  has 
become  untenable,"  said  King  Nicholas 
to  The  Journal's  correBpo^4»at  at  Cot- 
tlnje  on  .January  «.  "I  am  fighting 
against  itiT  efiWiiy  4en  tlnieS-»upeH3r  "In 
numbers  to  my  troops,  who  are  brave 
beyond  all  description,  but  they  have 
not  eaten  for  five  days.

MONTREAL,  Jan.  SI. — Among  ten  in- 
valided soldiers  who  came  on  to  Mont- 
real from  Quebec  yeaterday  waa  Pte.  J. 
R.  Cleland,  of  the  7th  Battalion,  from 
Vancouver,   but  latterly   with    the   .tOth. 

"I  got  a  nplinter  of  shrapnel  in  my 
back  and  another  In  my  arm,  but  1  w.iS 
not  running  away,"  said  Pte.  Cleland. 
"In  fact.  I  waa  hit  just  as  I  wan  gctllng 
up.  I  had  been  In  the  trenches  at  Mcb- 
sinea  all  night  and  had  been  asleep.  An 
soon  as  It  got  light  the  Boches  started 
their  usual  'morning  straafe,"  plumping 
a  few  4.7  shells  ov*r. 

"They  had  tho  range  of  our  trench 
pretty  olose.  and  the  flrat  shell  ex- 
ploded not  far  away.  They  only  sent 
over  half  a  doxon  that  morning,  and  I 
thought  it  wai(  all  over,  but  the  very 
last  shell  burst  only  a  few  feet  ^way 
from  me,  and  bowled  me  over.  When 
I  came  to  I  found  I  had  n  bit  of  shell  in 
my  back  and  another  In  my  arm,  but  1 
was  able  to  get  down  the  trenches  to 
the  dreaaing  atation  and  was  sent  to  the 
hospital. 

"It  was  bard  luck,  as  I  had  gone 
through  all  the  big  work  at  Festubert 
and  for  weeks  at  Messines  without  a 
scratch,  and  then  was  bowled  over  in  a 
little  morning  exercise  for  the  Oermana" 

Cleland  aaid  he  enliated  at  Vancou- 
var,  but  had  decided  to  atay  in  Mont- 
real, as  ho  bad  no  frienda^  In  the  West.

German  Designs  on  Egypt 
Bloclced  by  Lack  of  Fuel 
for  Railroad — Reopening  Old 
Roman  Coal  Mines. 


Says-  Recent  Actions  of  En- 
tente Powers  Are  Not  Justi- 
fiable— Complains  of-  Arrest 
of  Consuls. 


LONDON,  Jfn.  31.— Oermany'a  cam- 
paign against  Egypt  is  meeting  with 
Lpected  o4>stacles,  it  is  announced 
here,  due  to  the  lack  of  coal  to  operate 
the  railroad  which  the  Germans  hav<* 
constructed  southward  through  Syria 
to  the  edge  of  the  desert  approaching 
the  Sues  Canal.

The  coAstriKtlon  of  the  railroad  haa 
been  largely  facilitated  by  French  ralla 
and  material  for  a  similar  line,  which 
waa  partly  constructed,  iMit  the  abaenc* 
of  coal  prevents  th*  actual  opoaing  of 
the   railroad    to    transportation. 

This  lack  of  coal  has  led  the  Oef- 
mans  to  r*-open  the  old  Turkish  mlnea 
in  Syria,  used  by  tho  Romans,  but 
abandoned  by  thorn  a  thousand  yearn 
aga  The  capacity  of  theae  minea  is 
limited  to  five  hundred  thousand  tons 
annually.  A  largv  force  of  Tnrklsk 
laborers  is  engage'l  In  devaloptng  tho 
mlnea,  which  ar*  now  th*  ehl«f  r*llaAe* 
in  getting  th*  railroad  to  Egypt  in 
opcratloa.

LONDON,  Jan.  28.— rAn  interview  wl:h 
King  Constantine  of  Greece  appears  in 
tbe  Daily  Mall  today.  It  is  along  the 
same  lines  as  that  given  to  the  As- 
sociated Press  by  the  King  and  rellur- 
ates  the  same  complaints  concerning  f^he 
action  of  the  Entente  Alliea  in  Greece. 

When  the  correspondent  asked  King 
Conatantine  whether  he  would  not  ad- 
mit Justlflcation  for  the  recent  actions 
of  the  Entente  Alliea,  the  King  Is  quot- 
ed  as   having   replied: 

"l^es  and  no.  I  full  to  neo  any  reason 
for  the  occupation  of  Corfu  and  Castel- 
orlzo.  If  you  Nrant  to  reform  the  Ser- 
bian army  ther*  surely  are  other  places 
you  could  choose  rather  than  violate 
the  neutrality  to  which  you^  yourself 
have  subscribed  under  a  bond  as  binding 
as  the  inviolability  of  Belgium.  I  waa 
quite  willing  to  go  to  the  call  for  help 
from  the  Serbs,  provided  I  had  been 
approached  in  the  prot>er  manner. 

"As  far  as  Salonlca  is  concerned,  I  ^iS 
a  soldier  quite  understood  that  the  pres- 
ence of  enemy  consuls,  .is  undesirable, 
and  under  certain  circumstances  I  ap> 
predate  tbe  nece**Uy  for  the  deatruo- 
tlon  of  the  Demirhlssar   bridge. 

"What  I  object  to  strongly  is  the  way 
you  have  ridden  roughshod  over  ns  and 
treated  us  as  if  we  did.  not  exist.  If 
you  had  notified  my  government  of  your 
dealro  to  rid  Salonlca  of  this  consula  wo 
would  have  advised  them  that  we  could 
no  longer  guarantee  their  safety,  jind 
they  would  have  flown  within  24  houra. 
Most  of  their  archives  already  had  be<>n 
removed,  and  I  do  not  think  you  will 
discover  enough  compromising  evidence 
to  Juatify  the  methods  employed. 

"I  recognise  also  that  tho  destruction 
of  the  bridge  would  become  a  military 
neceaaity  In  the  event  of  hostile  advance 
from  the  eaat,  but  at  present  It  Is  a-ith- 
out  object.  Th*  only  effect  la  to  cut 
our  communication*  with  the  Drama  ^ind 
Kavala  provinces.  As  you  know,  a  largo 
part  of  our  army  Is  mobilisad.  and  this 
has  cauaed  unlimited  Incorivenlence 
without  rendering  you  any  conceivable 
aervice. 

"We  cannot  do  anything  to  demon- 
atrate  more  clearly  our  desire  to  acoord 
you  every  faclHty.in  our  pOaer.  L 
therefore,  feal  that  the  troatmeat  meted 
ua  Is  In  e\*r}-  way  unJustlOable.  I  have 
given  my  personal  word  that  we  will 
coihmlt  no  act  of  hostility  toward  tba 
Entente  Powers,  and  I  do  not  see  thst 
any  further  assuran(;e  need  be  demand- 
ad.  as  neither  the  government  nor  tbe 
army  wUt  do  anything  without  my 
authority."

In  a  statement  on  the  subject  in  the 
House  of  ComniotiH  today,  l>reniier  As- 
qulth announced  that  the  Government 
waa  convincwi  thnt  thlw  plan  offered  Uie 
only  prospect  of  securing  a  sufficient 
supply  of  munitions,  "to  enable  the  war 
to  be  brought  to  u  speedy  and  succcan- 
ful  concluBlon." 

"Any  lack  of  munitions,"  continued 
the  Premier,  "would  exact  a  heavy  toll 
in  lives  of  soldiers.  It  is  quite  im- 
posaible  that  foreign  supplies  can  take 
tho  place  of  the  home  production  of 
munltlona,  but  even  if  these  sources  of 
supples  were  indefinitely  extended,  the 
drain  demanded  thereby  on  our  financial 
rsourcea  and  our  shipping  would  pre- 
sent insuperable  dimcultieH." 

Premier  Asqulth  sUted  that  both  the 
owners  of  controlled  establishments  and 
the  representatives  of  the  great  trade 
unions  had  loyally  pledged  themselves 
to  support  the  Oovemment  in  the 
scheme  of  labor  Cilution,  Considerablo 
progress  had  already  been  made  in  cer- 
tain districts,  but  he  regretted  that 
wliat  had  been  -accomplished  fell 
'lamentably  Khort  of  tho  national  re- 
quirements  In   the   present   emergency."

attacks  in  the  Austro-Italiau  theatra 
In  none  of  theae,  however,  has  any 
groat  result  been  attained. 

Although  It  has  been  reported  that 
tbe  Austriana  and  Montenegrina  ar* 
again  at  grips,  no  details  have'  yet 
come  through  as  to  the  progress  of  tho 
flghtlnK.  It  is  presumed,  however,  that 
the  Austriana  will  continue  to  press  tho 
Montenegrins  toward  the  Albanian 
frontier,  and  try  to  capture  Montenegro's 
principal  seaport.

LONDON,  Jan.  21— A  memorial  Ub- 
let  to  the  Canadian  soldiers  who,  be- 
lore  proceeding  to  the  trenches  of 
tYance  and  Flanders,  completed  tholr 
military  training  on  Maliabury  Plain, 
was  unveiled  yeaterday  at  tbe  Salis- 
bury Town  Council  chamber  by  Lady 
Csmpbell,  tbe  wife  of  General  Sir  Pit- 
cairn  Campbell. 

General  Campbell,  who  delivered  ixn 
address  during  the  ceremony,  referred 
appreciatively  to  the  great  services 
performed  for  the  Empire  by  the  over- 
seas troops.  Oeneral  Ham  B.  Steel*,  of 
Winnipeg,  another  speakar  during  th* 
ceremonial,  in  offering  the  thanks  ot 
tbe  CanadUns  to  the  citlaens  of  Salts- 
bury  for  the  memorial,  aaid  that  '  b« 
tfpoke  as  the  son  of  a  British  officer 
who   fought   against    Napoleon. 

Canada,  (ieneral  Steele  asserted  em- 
phatically, had  alwaya  been  ready  to 
Stand  by  the  Entpire  and  waa  going  to 
do  ao  to  the  last  gasp.  It  would  be 
tbe  fault  of  the  politician  and  not  of 
the  soldier,  he  declared,  if  tbe  Kaiser 
was  not  crushed.

A 
price  of  27  cents  a  pound  was  reported 
to  have  been  made  for  March  delivery, 
and  rumors  were  current  that  30  cents 
was  bid  for  delivery  In  February,  which 
however,  could  not  be  confirmed. 

Not  since  March,  1907.  when  the 
price  was  26  1-2  for  a  short  time,  has 
copper  been  so  high. 

T»,e  market  has  been  bare  of  avail- 
ab  e  supplies  for  almost  three  months. 
All  the  leading  producers  are  booked 
to  the  extent  of  their  output  well  Into 
the  last  half  of  the  year,  and  it  is 
freely  predicted  that  the  demami  will 
increase  rather  than  diminish.  Several 
agents  of  companies  producing  the  finer 
grades  have  virtually  withdrawn  from 
the  market  and  are  not  quoting   prices 

It  Is  almost  a  year  ago  that  the  cop- 
per market  .Urted  on  Its  upward  move- 
ment, and  requirements  have  now 
reached,  the  stage  where  the  prices 
are  controlled  by  the  buyer  rather  than 
the  seller. 

The  inquiry  is  almost  world-wide.  In- 
cluding Japan  and  othe-  countries. 

French  and  Russian  Interests  have 
placed  enonpous  orders  tn  this  market, 
running  Into  the  first  six  months  of 
the  year. 

Kxports  of  copper  for  the  week  end- 
ed January  20  amounted  to  4,r,40  tons, 
end  for  the  first  three  weeks  of  tho 
month  were  16.691  tons.  Those  figures 
are  vastly  in  excess  of  all  previous 
records. 

It  has  been  reported  at  various  times 
within  the  last  three  months  that  the 
Uerman  Government  and  private  Inter- 
ests In  Germany  have  been  amortg  the 
heaviest  buyers  of  copper  in  thla  coun- 
try. Despite  the  blockade  by  the  En- 
tente Allies  It  Is  believed  a  large 
amount  of  metal  has  been  exported  from 
this  country  Into  the  Teutonic  coun- 
trle..  It  is  also  believed  that  much  of 
the  copper  purchased  for  account  of 
the  German  Interests  has  been  stored  In 
warehouses  here,  awaiting  tVe  first 
favorable  opportunity  for  open  shipment 
to  Germany.

' — Several — papers — wMeh — oppoire — the 
Northcliffe  papers  and  support  the  Gov- 
ernment— it  is  sometimes  difficult  to 
determine  wliich  is  their  main  object — 
publish  articles  designed  to  offset  the 
statistics  quoted.

"If  America  were  sending  all  this 
wheat  and  malse  to  Germany  via  the 
Netherlands,  this  reduction  of  the  bread 
allowance  would  not  be  necessary,  nor 
would  Vorwaerts  and  other  German 
papers  insist  so  often  that  the  manual 
worker  cannot  get  enough  to  support 
him,  and  that  the  miners  are  suffering 
in  particular." 

WHat  Oenoan  Fapera  Show 

"If  The  Dally  Alali  would  study  the 
German  paperu.  Instead  of  talking  about 
statistics,  which  It  does  not  understand," 
remarked  a  member,  "it  would  get  a 
little  nearer  the  truth  of  the  effects  of 
our  blockade.  It  does  not  want  to  do 
this  because  It  Is  out  not  to  beat  Ger- 
many, but  to  destroy  the  coalition  Gov- 
ernment at  home  by  the  continual  pro- 
cess of  sapping  and  undermining  its 
prestige  and  authority.  The  House  un- 
derstands the  tactics,  which  are  prin- 
cipally directed  against  Mr.  Asquith, 
Lord  Kitchener  and  Sir  Edward  Grey, 
but  the  country  believes  the  stories 
about  our  feeding  Germany,  and  the 
Government  must  do  everything  in  its 
power  to  make  the  truth  known  and  re- 
but these  calumnies,  or  It  may  find  It 
difficult  to  exert  its  authority  in  tlie 
administration  of  the  law." 

"The  members,  indeed,  arp  well 
aware,"  says  the  Westminster  Gasette,

I'AHIS.  Jan.  21.— The  breaking  off  by, 
Montenegro  of  the  peace  negotiations 
with  Austria-Hungary  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  Austria  aought  to  Impose 
humiliating  conditions,  according  to  the 
Tempa 

Reports  from  Vienna  state  that  the 
terms  called  for  by  Austria  were  as  fol- 
lows: 

"All  arms  to  be  laid  down  by  the 
Montenegrins,  Including  all  modern  arma 
and  the  ancient  family  weapons  which 
the  Montenegrins  ordinarily  carry.  The 
troops  to  be  grouped  in  detachments  and 
literally  lay  down  their  arms  on  their 
native  soil.  In  order  to  assure  the  de- 
livery of  all  weapons,  Austro-Hungarlan 
troops  to  undertake  a  'strategic  search' 
of  every  corner  of  the  country  so  that 
not  even  the  smallest  band  might  be 
formed  to  wage  a  guerilla  warfare. 

"All  men  of  military  age  to  be  In- 
terned, the  age  limit  to  be  high.  The 
women  who  bad  been  fighting  to  t>e  al- 
lowed to  remain  in  their  homes. 

"The  capitulation  to  include  the  sur- 
render of  all  towns  and  villages,  as  well 
as  means  of  transportation." 

Orgaalaa  for  Beatatanoe 

The  Montenegrin  consul-general  here 
made  the  official  announcement  yester- 
day that  all  negotiations  between  Mon- 
tenegro and  Austria  had  been  broken  off 
and  that  Montenegro  had  decided  to 
fight  to  the  bitter  end. 

The  statement  was  as  follows: 

"Lasare  Miouchkovitch,  the  Prime 
Minister,  and  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs 
of  Montenegro,  arrived  at  Brlndtsl  last 
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night,  accompanying  Queen  Milena  and 
the  Princesses  on  their  way  to  France. 
He  has  telegraphed  to  Louis  Brunet. 
Montenegrin  charge  d'affaires  at  Paris, 
that  the  King  and  the  Government  have 
energetically  refused  all  the  Austrian 
conditions  and  that  Montenegro  will 
continue  the  war  to  the  bitter  end. 

"King  Nicholas  and  his  two  sons  re- 
main with  the  troops  to  organise  the 
resistance  and  facilitate,  in  case  of  ne- 
cessity, the  retreat  of  the  valorous 
army.  The  King  expresses  the  hope  that 
the  Allies  eventually  will  provide  him 
with  effective  aid  in  extricating  ^ho  army 
as  has  already  been  done  for  the  Serbian 
army. 

"The  malevolent  Insinuations  of 
which  Montenegro  has  been  the  victim, 
founded  on  partisan  news  from  the 
enemy,  have  distressed  the  King's  Gov- 
ernment. M.  Miouchkovitch  hopes  that 
the  last  tragic  experience  undergone  by 
his  country  will  show  her  heroic  ftdellty 
to  her  allies.        * 

"The  Premier  is  waiting  at  Brindlsl 
for  the  diplomatic  body,  which  is  due  to 
arrive  there  today,  and  with  the  mem- 
bers of  which  he  will  travel  to  Lyona" 

An  Athens  dispatoh  to  the  Havas 
Agency  under  date  of  yesterday  says 
titat  the  Serbian'  Premier,  accompanied 
by  several  Ministers,  has  arrived  at 
Corfu,  as  well  as  200  Serbian  officers 
and  soldiers.  The  local  authorities,  act- 
ing In  co-operation  with  the  Allied 
forces  of  occupation,  had  made  prepar- 
ations  for   their  accommodation.

H4-rr  Ballln  unln^nUonally  paya  the 
Brltiah  nattoti  the  i;;-aat«»t  of  all  eoro- 
pltmcnta  wheu  he  aaya  thAt  Ih  peace 
the  ae«»  are  free.  We  venture  to  thlnh 
that  If  naval  aupremacy  had  for  the 
laat  nuarter  of  a  century  been  veated 
In  Oermaj:»y  there  would  have  been  no 
auch  freedom.  The  very  genlua  of  the 
OeriOan  ayatem,  aa  developed  under 
I'ruaaUn  control,  would  Imve  demanded 
thawa  Pruaelan  ahoulU  aUnd  aa  a  door- 
keeper of  trade  on  every  avenue  of 
commerce.  Freedom  of  the  itea  would 
have  meant  freedom  for  Germany  and 
tlia   reat  of  the  world  held   In  bondage. 

The  auggeatlon  that  In  time  of  war 
fJreat  Britain  ahall  aurrender  hrr  right 
to  deatroy_  her  enemy'a  commerce  la 
one  that  could  only  conae  from  a  per- 
aon  whoae  point  of  view  ta  hopeleaaly 
narrow.  SpeaklnK  of  it  aa  of  general 
application.  It  would  mean  that  Ger- 
many might  work  her  will  on  land 
upon,  aay.  France,  and  should  herself 
bi  free,  from  attack  In  her  moai  vital 
point,  namely,  her  commerce.  It  would 
be  a  beautifully  one-aided  arrangeipent, 
and  the  only  purpoae  which  Germany 
could  hope  to  aerve  by  auch  an  ar- 
rangement, if  It  could  be  made  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  preaent  war,  would  be 
to  BtrenRthtn  her  position  In  another. 
It  l!<  an  agreement  to  which  Oreat  Bri- 
tain will  never  anxent.  The  New  York 
Tlroea  states  the  British  aide  of  the  case 
when   It  says;

can  cope  with  the  crlmo  it  ahould  be  a 
very  almpie  matter  for  a  email  place 
like  Vancouver  Island  to  aucceasfully 
deal  with  the  proposition;  If  not.  the 
natural  Inference  la  that  morality  here 
haa  reached  a  very  low  ebb,  or  the 
farmers  have  not  confidence  In  them- 
selves and  require  to  be  "epoon  fed"  to 
too  great  an  extent,  added  to  which  It 
Is  a  very  poor  compliment  to  the  local 
police  department. 

r  would  suggest  a  very  simple  ex- 
pedient which  has  been  found  to  work 
most  Hatlsfactorlly  In  Australia.

As  regards  cougars,  although  these 
are  unknown  in  Australia,  the  wild  dog. 
or  "dingo,"  Is  equally  destructive  and 
far  more  numerous,  but  farmers  have 
found  means  to  do  away  with  this  pest 
to  a  very  great  extent  by  united  action 
and  relying  on  their  own  endeavors' 
without  seeking  Government  assistance. 
The  "dingoes"  usually  come  round  at 
night  and  make  the  midnight  hours 
hideous  with  their  cries;  they  generally 
hunt  In- packs  and  as  soon  as  a  farmer 
hears  them  In  the  distance  he  Imme- 
diately warns  his  nelghlMrs.  They 
proceed  to  set  traps  and  build  fires 
near  where  the  sheep  are  grazing: 
these  fires  attract  the  "dingoes,"  which 
are  promptly  shot  by  the  farmers  and 
one  or  two  dea»l  bodies  hung  up  like 
scarecrows  are  a  great  deterrent  to  the 
others.  Of  course,  when  a  farmer  lives 
at  a  long  Sistance  from  his  flock,  un- 
less special  preparations  are  made,  tho 
consequences  are  serloue,  but  of  lato 
years  most  of  the  runs  have  been 
netted  In  and  no  "dingo"  will  elthcf 
climb  or  Jump  the  fences.

Officials  of  t^e  State  Department  have 
made  It  plain  that  affidavits  of  sur- 
vivors of  the  Persia  failed  to  prove  con- 
clusively how  the  ship  was  destroy.^.!. 
She  went  down  within  a  few  minutes 
after  a  terrific  explosion  forward,  but 
no  submarine  was  seen,  and  the  only 
testimony  indicating  an  attack  was  to 
the  effect  that  the  wake  of  a  torpedo  was 
seen   just    before    the   explosion. 

Some  officials  think  there  Is  ground 
for  the  belief  that  an  Internal  explosion 
sent  the  liner  to  the  bottom.  Others 
think  ghe  may  have  struck  a  mine, 
though  it  Is  considered  very  Improbable 
that  a  "live"  mine  could  have  been  In 
that    vicinity.

PAUIB,  Jan.  21 — The  sell^ure  on  Wed- 
resday  throughout  France  of  alT  copies 
of  The  Petit  Parlslen  and  The  Journal 
by  order  of  the  ceneors  has  raised  a 
storm  of  protest  In  the  entire  press. 

The  Parislen  belongs  to  Senator  Jean 
J-'upuy  and  The  Journal  to  Senator 
Charles  Humbert.  They  have  circula- 
tions of  over  1,000,000  copies  and  both 
are  regarded  as  influential  publications 
vhlch  have  always  complied  with  the 
requests  of   the  censor*. 

The  reason  for  the  seleure.  The  Jour- 
nal says,  was  the  publication  of  the 
note  given  out  on  Tuesday  by  the  con- 
sul-general of  Montenegro  In  Paris. 

Its  publtCHtlon  at  first  was  author- 
l'/.ed,  but  later  it  wss  ordered  stopped. 
In  the'nirantluie  the  editions  for  the 
provinces  had  been  printed  and  sent 
out,  and  the  censors,  without  notifying 
t>ie  editors  or  publishers,  telegraphed 
to  every  town  In  France  ordering  the 
police  to  seise  all  copies  of  the  two 
newspaper  containing  the  note.  A  few 
hours  later  authority  aaaln  was  given 
for  the  publication  of  the  note  with  a 
few  slight  alteration*,  but  the  police 
already  had  executed  their  orders, 
which  have  occasioned  the  present  out- 
burst  of   criticism. 

The  note  Issued  by  the  Montenegrin 
consul-general  in  Parts  waa  sent  out 
by  the  Associated  Prese  correspondent 
on  Januprr  18.  Tt  constituted  an  ap- 
peal for  the  King  of  Montenegro  and 
hts  government  in  airreelng  to  suiren- 
der  to  Austria-Hum^rary.  the  consul- 
general  basing  his  acceptance  of  the 
report  of  the  surrender  on  press  dis- 
patches. 

Followtnr  "oon  on  the  publication  of 
the  consul-general's  note  came  the  of- 
tteial  annoiytcement  that  the  report  of 
Montenegro's  surrender  had  been  prem- 
ature and  that  all  negotiations  had 
tc-en  t>roken  off.

SNOW  ON  SIDEWALKS 

Aldarman   Mlwortb  Complalaa  at  lack 

of   Aetloa — Qnaatloa    &aft   to 

roUca  Aathorltlaa 

Lack  of  attention  to  the  cleaning  of 
the  sidewalks  during  the  recent  fall 
of  snow  was  the  subject  of  eomplaint 
by  Alderman  Dllworth  at  yesterday's 
meeting  of  the  streets  committee,  and 
the, resulting  discussion  showed  there 
had  evidently  been  some  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  whose  duty  it  was  to  In- 
itiate the  steps  to  compel  the  owners, 
upon  whom  the  bylaw  casts  the  respon- 
sibility, to  clean  their  walks. 

Alderman  Dllworth  declared  it  was 
a  "crime"  to  permit  the  sidewalks  to 
remain  uncleared;  Adlerman  Porter  said 
that  the  matter  was  one  within  the 
scope  of  the  authority  of  the  Board 
of  Police  Commissioners,  and  Mayor 
Stewart,  chairman  of  that  body,  stated 
the  chief  of  police  had  bean  instructed 
to  enforce  the  bylaw. 

City  Engineer  Rust,  in  pointing  out 
that  the  problem  waa  one  for  the 
police,  stated  that  when  the  first  snow 
fall  occurred  he  had  seen  the  chief  of 
police,  who  stated  he  had  not  sufficient 
men  to  cover  the  whole  city,  especially 
the  residential  section.  The  Mayor 
pointed  to  the  fact  that  many  owners 
are  not  In  the  city  and  therefore  c6uld 
not  be  notified. 

Alderman  Porter,  chairman  of  the 
streets  committee,  said  the  suggestion 
had  been  made  to  the  chief  of  police 
to  put  an  advertisement  liv  the  press 
calling  attention  to  the  bylaw  require- 
ments, but  apparently  this  had  not 
been  done. 

It  was  decided  to  refer  the  matter  to 
Chief  Langier  and  again  suggest  that 
the    advertisement   be   published.

The  ataft.  a  flant  aielc  that  meaiiurea 
three  feet  in  diameter  at  the  bae«  and 
tapera  gracefully  along  aeventy-two 
yards  of  length  to  a  mere  eighteen 
Inches  at  the  top,  was  originally  31*0 
teet  long,  but  seventy-live  feet  had  tu 
be  sacilflced  before  It  could  be  shipped 
In   the  steamship   Merionethshire.

"At    the    Arst    attempt    last    week    it 
could  only  be  brought  as  far  as  Mllwuli 
owing   to   unfavorable   winds   and   tideti. 
However,    yesterday    the    remainder    of^ 
the    Journey    was   completed    in    safety. 

"Towed  by  the  tug  Tigreaa.  tie  fta« 
staff  passed  Blaokfriars  Bridge  at  S:::0; 
three  and  a  quarter  hours  later  It  was 
safely  moored  alongside  the  Kew  Clar- 
Ciena  embankment,  where  It  will  remain 
for  some  daya

"  Receives  Surprise 
Visit  Front  Denizen  of  Isl- 
and Wilds, 


To  have  a  huge  panther  rush  Into  tbo 
quiet  of  your  home  while  you  are  com- 
fortably settled  for  the  evening  before 
a  cheery  fire  with  writing  material  as- 
sembled to  attend  to  long  deferred  cor- 
respondence Is  an  experience  which 
rarely  comes  within  the  human  ken 
these  days.  It  is  not  a  thing  that  any- 
one would  wish  to  have  happen.  Mr. 
A.  Allen,  agent  for  the  Dominion  Tele- 
graphs at  Slide  Hill,  a  point  about 
sixteen  miles  west  of  Jordan  River,  had 
Just  such  an  adventure  a  few  nights 
ago,  and.  Judging  by  the  deacrlptlon  he 
has  sent  to  local  friends,  he  was  so 
startled  that  for  a  few  minutes  he  did 
not  fully  realise  what  was  occurring. 

Mr.  Allen  sutea  that  he  was  about  to 
atart  on  some  letters,  the  Interior  of 
his  cabin  having  been  made  cosy,  when 
he  heard  something  rush  underneath  the 
house.

Bcarcelv  had  be  got  over  these  moment- 
ary reflections  when  there  was  a 
craah  againat  hla  door.  It  burst  open 
and  in  rolled  a  large  blinking  wild  eat. 
Mr.  Allen  waa  so  surprised  and  abso- 
lutely at  a  loss  to  account  for  the 
phenomena  that  he  picked  up  the  near- 
est means  of  defence  Instinctively.

Bank  Advance  Costs  6  Per 
Cent,  While  Vancouver  Pays 
Higher  for  Loan  Hedged 
About  by  Restrictions. 


To  whirt  extent  Victoria's  financial 
poslllua  Is  auperlor  to  that  of  naiahbor- 
ing  i^ulcipalutes  has  been  very  force- 
loly  demonsttated  by  a  recant  loan 
Which  the  City  of  Vi||fouuver  negotiated 
with  the  Bank  of  British  North  Amer- 
ica, the  InsUtutlon  with  which  Victoria 
also  conducts  Its  municipal  banking  af- 
fairs. Vancouver  has  negotiated  a  limn 
of  3350.000  with  the  bank,  secured  by 
arrears  of  taxes,  and  is  to  pay,  ther«- 
fore,  6?t  per  cent.  The  bank  reaar\-es 
tgfc  right  to  call  the  loan  on  sixty  days 
notice  and  stipulates  that  of  the  amount 
advanoad  3340,000  must  be  devoted  to 
wiping  off  a  current  local  Improvement 
advance  lo  that  amount  and  the  bulk 
of  tha  ttalance  of  the  33S0,000  to  ba  ad- 
vanced must  be  kept  on  deposit  with 
the  bank,  while  the  advance  Is  not  "to- 
oe  more  than  SO  par  cent  of  ■  tha  tax 
arrears. 

Yesterday  afternoon  at  a  apecial  »%^ 
slon  Of  tha  City  Council  the  Annual 
Loan  By-Law  waa  paased,  authorising 
the  city  to  borrow  from  the  bank  |73v,- 
000.  to  be  secured  by  the  annual  taxes 
due  next  Fall.  The  rate  of  interest 
il^d  by  the  measure  Is  3  per  cent  and 
the  loan  runs  for  about  ten  months 
without  any  restrictions  upon  It. 

Some  criticism  of  the  Council  for 
Paying  3  per  cent  for  the  money  has 
been  heard,  but  compared  with  Vancou> 
ver's  loan  Victoria  has  negotiated  Its 
borrowing  on  especially  favorable  terms. 
In  fact,  the  city  has  requested  the  bank 
to  gnake  a  reduptlon  In  the  interest 
rate  and  the  application  haa  been  re- 
ferred to  the  head  ofllce  at  Montreal, 
but  so  far  no  answer  has  been  re- 
eelved

There  passed  away  yesterday  morn- 
ing Mrs.  ISllen  Lawrence,  at  thb  family 
residence,  1028  View  Street,  In  her 
eighty-first  year.  In  her  passing,  Vic- 
toria has  lost  another  one  of  tha  fast- 
dwindling  number  of  pioneer  residents. 
She  had  resided  here  since  1868,  and 
during  the  period  that  haa  elapsed 
since  then  had  gained  the  acquaintance 
of  very  many  Victorians,  who  will  be 
deeply  grieved  to  learn  of  her  depart- 
ure.

Aftsr  staking  out  several 
claims  In  the  Interior  Mr.  Lawrence 
returned  to  Victoria,  where  he  engaged 
for  many  yeara  in  the  water  supply 
business.  At  that  time  all  the  water 
had  to  be  obtained  from  wella  and  de- 
livered to  the  various  houses  by  cart 
and  barrel.  About  1377  Mr.  Lawrence 
returned  to  the  Casslar.  where  some  of 
his  interests  ware  situated,  and  there 
he  died. 

I^wrence  waa  of  a  kindly  and 
charitable  disposition,  and  whita  aha 
was  y*irr  active  during  her  earll*r  Ufa.

In  all  branchea  of  war  relief  the 
women  of  the  great  city  of  Mancheater 
are  acUve.  In  the  city  and  neighbor- 
hood a  great  number  of  auxiliary  hoa- 
pitala  were  opened  an  aoon  aa  the  need 
for  them  became  apparent.  For  theae 
the  women  are  working  in  varloua  waya 
with  an  energy  and  aeal  worthy  of  im- 
itation. Of  one  of  theae,  Traftord  Hall. 
Mrs.   Badle   la  auperlntendent. 

The  Univeraity  of  Mancheater  haa 
aent,  and  la  sending  out  nuraea,  doc- 
tors and  helpers,  who  are  working,  not 
only  In  the  local  hospitals,  but  In  dis- 
tant fleldif. 

Belgian  refugeea  have  been  aided  and 
provision  haa  been  made  for  return- 
ing aoldiera.  Many  of  the  Manchester 
women  have  wealth,  but  all  seem  to  i 
have  clear  heads  and  the  kind  hearta 
that  enable  women  to  aocompllah  won- 
ders In  a  time  of  distress.  In  the 
various  industries  made  necessary  by 
the  war  many  of  these  fapable  wumen 
are  working  loyally.

How  the  old  prejudices  and  conven- 
tions regarding  women  are  changing  In 
Oreat  Britain  can  be  seen  by  any  one 
who  reads  the  news  of  the  day.  The 
feeling  among  Knglish  gentlewomei 
that  manual  labor  Is  undignified  and 
that  there  Is  something  very  nearly 
akin  to  disgrace  In  leaving  one's  home 
to  do  work  for  others,  has  token  long 
to  conquer.  Women  of  wealth  and  posi- 
tion have.  In  the  past,  been  waited  upon 
and  those  who  aspired  to  enter  their 
society  have  made  all  sorts  of  shifts 
either  to  keep  servants  or  to  conceal 
the  fact  that  they  themselves  did  the 
work  of  the  household.  It  was,  perhaps, 
the  Inefficiency  of  th^  poor  that  first 
opened  the  eyes  of  ladles  to  the  essen- 
tial dignity  of  household  tasks.  In 
hundreds  of  settlements  women,  who  In 
their  own  homes  had  been  waited  upon, 
learned  not  only  to  wait  upon  tbem- 
selvea  but  to  teach  othera  how  to 
keep  their  houaes  clean  and  care  for 
their  children. 

Ladlea  of  education  and  reflnement 
were  among  the  first  to  offer  themselves 
to  fill  public  positions  on  the  Boards  of 
Education,  In  the  County  Councils  and 
In  the  administration  of  the  Poor  Laws. 
Still  thousands  of  women  In  the  middle 
classes  chose  rather  to  suffer  priva- 
tion than  to  go  out  Into  offices  and 
other  places  for  which  their  talents 
fitted  them.  Many  of  these  iought 
abroad  the  liberty  they  were  denied  at 
home,  and  Canada,  as  well  aa  the  other 
overseas  dominions,  has  benefited  by 
their  Independence  and  by  their  labors 

Xow.  men  in  high  positions,  whose 
grandmothers  would  not  have  dreamed 
of  any  sort  of  work,  not  suited  to  the 
drawing  room,  are  calling  upon  their 
daughters  and  their  sisters  and  In 
some  cases  their  wives  to  take  their 
places  in  many  fields  of  labor. 

One  of  these,  Lord  Airedale,  recently 
delivered  an  address,  in  which  he  said 
that  the  day  had  passed  when  women 
were  considered  as  merely  ornamental, 
and  thflr  only  sphere  the  home.  Wo- 
men were  doing  things  formerly  con- 
sidered imposnlblr,  and  were  doing  them 
well.  Things,  said  hia  lordship,  would 
never  he  the  same  again,  and  he  con- 
cluded with  this  aentenoe: 

"One  sure  outcome  of  the  w  wouI<1 
be  the  prominent  position  women  would 
oooupy  In  the  affairs  of  the  Kmplre. 
because  they  were  proving  their  ablUtv 
to  fill  the  positions  they  ware  calle<l 
upon   to  take  up." 

Canadian  women  are  accustomed  to 
work.  If  In  the  past  thoir  work  haw 
t»een  done  with  too  great  an  expeno'- 
ture  of  effort,  there  are  Indications  thi:  t 
such  methods  will  be  corrected  by  the 
Inirodnrtlon  of  machinery  and  by  U:^ 
teaching  of  domestic  arta  Moat  of  us 
feel  that  the  only  disgrace  about  worif 
Is  tbe  inability  to  do  It  well.  Ther« 
Is  a  difference  'between  the  drndsery 
that  depresses  and  the  ^tilled  Industry 
that  brings  with  its  Atrformanc*  a 
sense  of  power.  Whether  or  not  Itefore 
the  war  is  over  tho  women  of  Canada 
wlU  bo  called  upon  to  take  tbe  plaoo4 
of  men  In  other  than  clorloal  oOlees 
we  cannot  tall.  But  It  Is  plain  that 
muob  of  tbe  fntoro  oomXort  and  wail, 
being  of  th«  people  depends  opon  tno 
greater  sklU  which  tbe  bemcnakera  ■>t 
the  future  will  bring  to  their  work.

A  bill  is  about  to  be  Introduced  into 
the  legislature  of  Massachusetts  which 
will  make  It  possible  to  enforce  com 
pulsory  Isolation  In  such  cases.  A  simi- 
lar bill  was  rejected  last  year,  ■lut 
there  are  many  who  think  It  a  neces- 
sary measure  of  precaution.  It  is  to 
be  remembered  that  the  Atlantic  sea- 
board Is  a  stronghold  of  consumption. 

The  state  should  not,  except  in  cir- 
cumstances of  very  grave  danger,  .n- 
terfere  with  the  freedom  of  the  sub. 
Ject.  In  the  case  of  smallpox  and  many 
children's  diseases  Isolation  Is  compul- 
sory, and  It  is  not  easy  to  see  why 
an  exception  should  be  made  when  a 
tuberculosis  patient,  or  the  members  ot 
the  family  responsible  for  him,  are  wil- 
fully careless. 

The  real  cure  for  this  danger  lies  in 
the  education  of  the  young.  It  is  not 
difficult  to  show  children  how  infection 
is  spread.  There  is  no  reason  why  they 
should  be  needlessly  frightened.  Indeed 
the  testimony  of  those  who  have  dealt 
with  the  disease  of  late  years  is  t-j 
the  effect  that  Isolation  is  only  neces- 
aary  where  people  are  ignorant  and 
alothful. 

The  habits  of  some  clilldrm  need 
correction,  and  in  warning  little  folUs 
to  be  careful  the  mother  or  teacher  h^H 
an  opportunity  of  explaining  the  danger 
to  others  even  from  a  common  cold  that 
may  follow  from  carelessness. 

A  few  years  ago  the  danger  of  In- 
fection was.  perhapa,  over-emphaslzcid. 
The  natural  optimism  of  those  attackeu 
by  pulmonary  tuberculosis  will  aid 
greatly  in  recovery  if  proper  measuroii 
are  taken.  But  it  Is  both  wrong  and 
foolish  to  shut  our  eyes  to  danger.  If 
every  family  understood  that  kind  treat- 
ment Is  not  In  any  way  opposed  to  the 
safeguarding  of  the  health  of  membciri 
of  the  family  and  the  recovery  of  the 
patient,  but  that  care  must  be  taken 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  orKsnisms 
that  cause  the  dlscas<».  the  task  of 
stamping  out  tuberculosis  on  the  V.\- 
clflc  Coast  would  be  much  easier  than 
It  Is  at  present.

In  similar  fashion  mlnd-bUndne«s  In 
roferenee  to  lettsra.  figares,  places,  etc .

Yet  those 
who  have  come  In  contact  with  such 
people  have  been  surprised  to  learn 
how  much  intelligence  and  good  sense 
they  possessed.  Books,  valuable  as  ne 
must  all  concede  them  to  bo,  do  pot 
furnish  the  only  path  to  the  ires  of 
knowledge.

been    In   operation. 

Just  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  war 
arrangements  had  been  completed  for 
Joint  action  by  the  Canadian  and  ITnitcd 
.States  governments  as  parties  to  an 
International  conference  to  draw  up 
such  regulations  as  would  place  the 
shipping  of  the  two  countries  a«  nearly 
as  possible  on  an  equality  with  regard 
(o  load-line  requirements. 

War  Vpaet  AnaaffemeaU 

The  outbreak  of  war  upset  these  ar- 
rangements, and  both  Canada  and  the 
United  States  are  still  without  laws 
providing  for  a  load^lne.  The  absence 
of  such  a  law  Is  believed  to  be  respons- 
ible for  man.v  marine  disaHters  through 
overloading  of  ships.  It  is  expected 
that  legislation  will  be  introduced  at 
the  present  session  providing  for  the 
flxing  o^  a  load-Une  for  each  vessel 
and  for  the  withholding  of  clearance 
papers  in  case  of  violation  of  the 
regulation.  The  old  law  was  objected 
to  by  the  British  authorities  on  the 
ground  that  the  owner  of  the  vessel 
was  allowed  to  participate  in  fixing  the 
load-line.  This  objection  will  be  re- 
moved in  uny  new   Ltgislature.

War  was  raging  In 
l-Jitfoin-  and  Industry  everywhere  was 
parnlyised.  W'e  hnd  been  underKoing 
ii  drastic  IKiultlutlim,  the  result  of 
over  cximnslon,  iiud  the  situation  was 
Kl'eHtly  aggrtiVMted  l).v  the  <iutbrcak  of 
vfhr,  which  stopped  tho  flow  of  foreign 
(■a|>ltul  And  compelled  \\n  to  abandon 
all  new  construction,  Nor  dl<l  we 
know  what  the  war  presaged,  except 
that  wo  shoMld  cheerfully  take-  our 
(Mirt  and  contribute  our  .thure  in  men 
iind  luofiey.  t'ontruat  our  ('<-onoinle 
position  then  with  that  of  today,  and 
;H»ttsider'  the  remarkable  transition 
from  (t<i|>res8lon  and  gloom  to  condi- 
tions constlttitlhg  all  the  enrmarka  of 
prosperity.  Who  iiyuuld  have  prvdlcf- 
ed  that  within  twelve-  months  the  Can- 
(i(U«n  public  would  subscribe  to  an  in- 
teriMil  loan  for  over  1100,000,000,  or 
more  than  twice  the  aiAount  usk^d  for! 
Diir  aatoundInK  recovery  is  doe  to  u 
reeiarkablt;  Increase  In  nKrIcultiirsI 
itroductlon.  to  prevailing  high  prices. 
u>  War  munition  orders,  and  economies 
prartlsed  sln«'e  thu  war  began. 

Under  tho  atiniulua  of  91. .\0  wheat, 
untf  the  prcsstin'  from  all  sides  to  In- 
preitse  production,  farmers  of  tho 
.Northwt'st  Increiised  the  acreage  under 
'■ul|lvatk)n  'Jj  i<er  cent,  which  with 
favnrnble  cllenatk'  conditions  resulted 
In  an  increase  of  over  100  psr  cent  In 
the  yM<\  of ,  wheat,  over  60  pt-r  cent  In 
u«ts.  and  other  grains  In  proportion. 
Miich  credit  la  diift  to  the  Lktmlnlon 
(}<h'erninent  and  the  Banks  for  asata- 
taocu  extended  to  the  farmers  by  way 
of  liberal  aUvanci-a  for  the  pureluise 
of  •eed  'grain.  The  (.tovernment  ad- 
vances for  this  purpose  amuunteil  to 
ti|.:>eo.oM. 

'The  enormous  demand  for  war  ma- 
lurlala,  estlmattMl  at  over  flv*  hundred 
mlllhtn  dollars,  has  given  employment 
to  every  •  mantifaciurlng  plant  whieh 
could  adapt  Itself  to  ri'<iulrrinents.  No 
!«•«■  than  340  plants,  Li^rge  und  small, 
lire  engaeed  today  In  the ' mannfactin'e 
of  shells.  The  Industry  has  i^roved  an 
InesUmnble  boon  (o  this  country  and 
the  aulvallon  of  a  namber  of  cum- 
panlea  w-hlch  otherwise  might  mtt  have 
survived  the  crisis.  At  the  sann-  time, 
««  must  remember  tluit  theae  <irdcrs 
wilt  cease  with  the  wur.  and  our  manu- 
facUirerH  will  b«<  under  I  he  ne<-e4alty 
of  adjusting  thentselves  to  "new  rondl- 
ilotta  II  must  Im*  exiwM-tcd  IhMi  n 
vltOent  diati^eaUuii.wlU  Vuttv-  (uk*-  plao4b 
Til*  price*'  ol   ikHwt   cutajiuoaitiue    wUi 


probably  recede  rapidly  from  the  pres- 
ent high  level,  aad  it  Is  certain  that 
the  labor  question  will  present  grave 
difllcultles  in  view  of  the  abnormal 
'wages  now  being  paid,  and  the  pros- 
pects of  unemployment.  Therefore, 
while  we  profit  by  tbe  present  oppor- 
tunity, this  unparalleled  situation 
should  not  be  made  the  basis  of  op- 
timism regarding  the  future.  The 
proper  course  is  to  conserve  the  un- 
usual profits  and  accumulate  working 
capital,  the  lack  of  which  Is  so  preval- 
ent, and  so  detrimental  to  the  general 
Interests  of  the  manufacturer. 

We  believe  that  Canada,  like  her 
neighbor  to  the  south.  Is  on  the  thres- 
hold of  prosperous  times.  Certainly  we 
shall  prosper  while  the  war  lusts,  and 
no  doubt  for  aome  time  afterwarda,  as 
we  may  take  for  granted  an  enormous 
demand  for  raw  materials  and  cereals 
during  the  physical  reconstruction  of 
Europe. 

The  Federal  and  Provincial  Govern- 
ments, banks  and  railways  should,  do 
everything  possible  to  foster  and  aid 
the  increased  production  of^the  land,^ 
forests,  mines  and  flsherles,^*©  as  to 
turn  the  balance  of  trade  to  our  ad- 
vantage. There  should  be  no  further 
borrowings  for,  or  expenditure  in,  un- 
productive enterprises,  which  hava 
been  too  prevalent  during  the  paat  ten 
years. 

You  are  aware  of  the  failure  of  our 
negotiations  regarding  an  amalgama- 
tion with  the  nana  of  Hamilton.  The 
Directors  of  both  Banks  had  unani- 
mously approved  the  terms  and  cdndi- 
tions  of  the  proposed  amalgamation 
and  were  prepared  to  recommend  it  to 
their  shareholaers,  but  the  Mmister  of 
Finance  refused  his  consent  on  the 
ground  that  It  was  not  in  the  public 
interest.  It  Is  difficult  for  us  to  un- 
rlerstand  his  ^objection  on  this  ground, 
as  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  every 
previous  bank  amalgamation  In  this 
country — and  we  believe  In  other  coun- 
tries— was  distinctly  in  tlie  public  In- 
terest. The  public  directly  concerned, 
namely,  the  involuntary  creditor — the 
note  holder,  and  the  voluntary  creditor 
— the  depc^sltor,  could  not  ^conceivably 
object  to  increased  security;  nor  has 
experience  shown  that  the  borrowing 
classes  would  prefer  a  bank  with 
small  resources  to  a  bank  with  large 
resources.  The  decision  establishes  u 
dangerous  precedent,  as  It  denies  to 
the  shareholders  of  a  bank,  who  as 
you.  know  have  a  double  liability,  the 
right  in  their  corporate  capacity  to 
ttootrol  itheir  own  property,  and  also 
the^fiiortamty  to  enhance  its  value. 

i  lie|(*to  announce  on  behalf  of  the 
Directors  that  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Bank  is  being  Increased  3440,000.  i.e., 
from  311.560,000  to  #12,000,000,  In  order 
to  round  off  the  amount.  I  have  pleas- 
ure in  stating  that  the  new  stock  is 
being  offered  at  par  to  shareholders  of 
record  at  the  close  of  business  on  yes- 
terday's date.  At  the  present  market 
value  of  the  stock,  this  is  cQulvalent  to 
a  bonus  of  over  4Wr  per  cent.  Tho  basis 
of  issue  will  be  approximately  1  share 
in  27.  As  the  terms  ot  the  Banic  Act 
prevent  the  allotment  of  fractional 
shares,  the  holders  of  Jess  than  27 
shares  of  old  stock  will  receive  no  al- 
lotment: but  the  shares  comprising  un- 
allotted tractions  will  be  offered  to  the 
public  for  subscription,  and  the  prem- 
ium derived  from  the  sale  will  be  dis- 
tributed raleabLv  to  the  respective 
shareholders  from  whose  shares  the 
fractions   arose.

The  Increase  In  deposits  does  not 
lnclnil««  any  large  amounts  of  a  spe- 
cial nature,  but  consists  chiefly  of 
savings  deposits,  which  are  widely  dls- 
trilHited  and  therefore,  we  trust,  of  a 
permanent  character. 

The  decrease  In  loans  in  Canada  is 
In  line  with  the  general  .■'ontruetlon. 
The  expansion  elsewhere  took  place 
In  tho  West  Indies  —  principally  in 
Cuba.  ,  where  prosperous  conditions 
prevailed  dwing  to  the  abnormal  de- 
mand for -sugar  caused  by  the  war. 

The  increased  profits  are  chiefly  due 
to  this  expansion  of  loans,  the  con- 
traction In  Canada  being  more  than 
offaet  by  the  Inrrease  else^vhere;  and 
to  economy  in  administration. 

The  Increase  In  ln>-e8tments  consists 
almost  entirely  of  participations  In 
Brltl.<<h  Oovernment  and  Canadian 
Oovernment  wur  loans. 

Of  the  six  branches  opened  during 
the  year,  live  are  In  the  South.  l-Tf- 
teen  branches  and  two  sub-brunches 
in  Canada  were  oiosed  during  the  >e«ir 
in  consequen<-e  of  the  trade  depres- 
sion, which  necessitated  retrenchment 
and  tbe  dimrulty  of  nillnjfc  staff  vm-an- 
e|e«  caused  by  enlistments,  comi>etl- 
Inb  economy  In  men.  This  policy  msy 
have  to  be  carried  further,  as  over  400 
inemt>er9  of  our  staff.  Including  many 
senior  offleers.  have  left  on  military 
service,  and  we  are  daily  receiving  ad- 
vice of  other  enlistment*. 

While  the  depletion  of  the  number 
of  our  trained  men  hits  catuied  great 
inconvenience,  we  are  proud  to  think 
that  our  staff  Is  Ix^arlng  Its  share  of 
the   Rntptre'a  heavy  burrlcn. 

on  behalf  of  all  those  left  to  pur- 
sue their  duties  In  the  ordinary  chan- 
nel, I  may  ext>rres  admiration  and 
gratefulnees  to  ihtf^  men  who  are  in 
some  sense  our  special  representation 
In  the  Held,  and  to  »b«  families  of 
those  who  have  given  their  IIvihi  In 
this  righteous  struggle,  our  deeprst 
sympathy.

The  gross  earnings  of  the  raUways, 
which  for  »ho  twelve  months  ended 
June  last,  declined  upwards  of  330,- 
000,000,  show  for  the  live  months  end- 
ed November  last  an  Increase  of  $12.- 
000,000  as  compared  with  the  corre- 
sponding period  in  1914. 

The  increase  of  $142,573,000  in  the 
total  deposits  of  the  chartered  banks 
and  the  decrease  of  $17,232,000  in  cur- 
rent   loana,    have    increaaed    the    liquid 

1](  these  figures  combined. 

The  decrease  in  imports  of  mer- 
chandise, namely,  $60,681,000,  and  the 
increase  In  exi>orts,  $152,315,000,  for 
the  year  ended  November  30th  have 
turned  the  baltmce  of  trade  In  our 
favor  to  tbo  Vctent  of  $163,491,000. 
These  figures  do  not  fully  reflect  tho 
Improvement,  as  It  is  estimated  there 
are  50,000,000  bushels  of  wheat  stored 
in  Interior  elevators  and  in  transit,  and 
88,000,000  bushels  still  remaining  in  th^ 
possession  of  the  farmers,  of  which 
21,000,000  are  required   for  seed. 

A  good  example  of  the  agricultural 
possibilities  of  thitf  countr>  Is  afford- 
ed by  comparison  with  Argentina. 
With  a  population  about  equal  to  ours 
and  an  agricultural  area  under  culti- 
vation slightly  greater  (55,000,000 
acres  against  our  50,000,000),  the  bal- 
ance of  trade  for  the  nine  months  end- 
ed September  30th  last  was  $254,096,- 
000  In  her  favor.  Her  exports  consist 
chiefly  of  wheat,  corn  and  animal  pro- 
ducts. Her  mineral  and  lumber  pro- 
ducts are  of  so  little  Importance  that 
no  statistics  are  published.  Canada's 
possible  farm  lands  are  vastly  greater 
than    Argentina's. 

Having  turned  from  a  debtor  to  a 
creditor  nation  under  the  force  of  ur- 
gent necessity,  we  should  :trlvo  to 
make  the  turning  permanent.  We  now 
know  that  we  possess  the  essentials. 
The  question  is  one  of  malntalnlnf;  and 
Increasing  .  our  exports  by  'ncreaeing 
production  and  curtailing  imports  by 
economy  in  consumption.  The  Fed- 
eral Economic  Commission  appointed 
to  study  these  and  kindred  questions 
should  receive  every  possible  assist- 
ance. 

Our  defect  In  the  past  has  beer\  the 
spending  of  borrowed  capital  to.j  freely 
In  unproductive  works.  It  would  be 
interesting  to  know  how  much  of  our 
foreign  debt  is  so  represented,  and 
how  much  by  capitalized  interest.  The 
exlarencles  of  the  war  may  render  *t 
dlfflcult  to  renew  our  maturing  obliga- 
tions In  England.  Now  that  the 
country's  equipment  for  production  and 
distribution  is  excellent,  we  should 
refrain  from  railway  and  other  large 
constnictlon  work  until  we  ran  make 
the  present  investment  prolltable.  Af- 
ter three  years  of  liciuldatlon  and  read- 
justment, our  economic  condition  Is 
hnslcally  sound,  and  we  should  try  to 
l<eep  it  so. 

The  Oovernment  Is  to  he  congratu- 
lated on  the  success  of  the  $50,000,000 
war  loan.  Tbe  response  by  the  public 
with  applicatiims  of  over  $100,000,000 
Is  significant  of  our  piosperous  condi- 
tion. The  applications  of  the  clients 
of  this  Bank,  together  with  the  Bank's 
own  application,  exceeded  |ll,.'iOO,000, 
or  over  one-tenth  of  the  total  issue. 

The  reports  frj»ra  the  various  prov- 
inces received  by  the  Bank,  arc  as 
follows: 

British  Columbia 

The  arresting  of  the  Inflow  of  cap- 
ital caused  by  the  war  was  felt  more 
keenly  In  British  Columbia  than  else- 
where in  Canada,  and  in  1915  the  de- 
pression of  the  previous  year  became 
more  prt»nounced.  Feeling  is  now 
morw  hopeful  and  a  steady  moderate 
Improvement  Is  looked  for.  The.  large 
surplus  of  labor  which  was  felt  early 
in  the  year,  has  disappeared,  and 
economy  is  general. 

Real  estate  has  Buff«^nd  the  most 
during  the  depression,  ilKp  purcha.slng 
demand  having  almost  entirely  dis- 
appeared. 

Agrlculturnl  conditions  ha\e  l>een  1 
favorable,  with  a  marked  Increase  in 
the  area  of  grains  under  cultivation 
and  in  the  consequent  yield.  In  most 
cases  prices  were  slightly  better  than 
in  the  previous  year.  The  fruit  crop, 
though  not  «s  heavy  as  in  1914,  wa.s 
mftrlteted  to  mihch  better  advantage  In 
all  respects.  Live  stock  is  <m  the  in- 
crease,  with  a  good   local  demand. 

Tho  net  result  of  the  flsherfes  was 
better  than  expected,  the  poor  catch 
un  the  Ftaser  River  being  more  than 
offset  by  Improvement  on  the  northern 
river.-*.  A  very  satisfactor>'  develor>- 
ment  has  taken  place  In  the  hullbut 
fisheries,  due  to  the  opening  of  rail- 
way ("onnectlon  Into  Prlnc<>  Rupert. 

I..umber  conditions  were  unsatisfac- 
tory and  prices  low  until  late  In  the 
year,  but  the  last  two  months  have 
seen  a  dl.stinct  Improvement  In  demand 
and  price  partlculartv  from  the  tTnitefl 
States.  Important  orders  have  been 
obtained  from  the  British  Admiralty. 
Exports  tff  lumber  (or  the  nine  months 
ended  September  30th  were  50.4ns.0ft0 
feet  na  compared  with  only  29.516.000 
feet  for  the  same  period  last  year,  and 
only  tlie  lack  of  adequate  shipping  fa- 
cilities prevented  the  further  offsetting 
of  the  decline  in  the  home  demand. 

Mineral  producta  hnvc  l>een  well  up 
to  normal,  while  market  iirlces  for 
most  metals  have  been  higher.  The 
output  of  oAst  Mhows  a  diecrease  of 
about  IX  iM»r  cent  as  compare*]  with 
1»14. 

Middle  Wset  Pr«v<n«M 
Condltlona  throughout  (he  Mlddl? 
West  show  a  very  material  improve- 
ment during  the  >ear.  due  almost  on- 
tirely  to  the  remarkable  crops  har- 
veated.

Lumbering  operations  have  been  less 
extensive  than  for  some  yuars  past, 
and    operators   have   not   yet   sufflclent 

logs.  A  shortage  of  men  has  brought 
wages  from  tho  low  level  of  last  year 
quite    up   to    the   average. 

The  total  mineral  production  tor  the 
nine  months  ended  September  30th  last 
was  valued  at  $26,571,428,  rather  less 
than   In   1914.     The  production   ot   gold 


results.  Weather  conditions  have  been 
favorable  to  stock  raising,  and  prices 
have  ruled  high.  The  quality  of  the 
stock  is  being  steadily  improved  by 
importations  from  the  United  States 
and  Euro|«e.  and  there  la  ground  (or 
iiellef  that  Cuba  may  become  a  eatUu 
exporting  country   ^^Ithlu  a  few   years. 

Total  exports  for  1914-'15  were  $219,-

ceeded Imports  by  $91,315,000,  against

Business  was  quiet  during  the  year 
except  in  the  sugar  Industry.  Sugar 
exports  totalled  346.000  tons  against 
361,000  last  year,  the  average  price 
being  $4.63  per  100  lbs. — an  advance 
of  $1.48  over  the  average  price  of  tho 
previous  year. 

The  tobacco  crop  was  normal.  Prices 
were  rather  low  early  in  the  year,  but 
tlie  demand  increased  considerably 
later  on,  and  prices  advanced  accord- 
ingly. 

The  coffee  crop  was  \"fery  short,  and 
jirkes  only  fair. 

i'*rult  conditions  were  satisfactory, 
production  being  large  and  prices 
good. 

British  West  Indiss 

Trade  throughout  the  Britisb  West 
Indies   has   been  good. 

has  been  satisfactory.  High  prices 
have  given  un  Impetus  to  the  export 
of  sugar  and  rum,  the  amount  ex- 
l>orted  In  1914  being  £298,000  against 
£153,000  in  1913.  Exports  of  cocoa,  co- 
coanuts,  bananas,  hides  and  logwood 
have  also  Increased  substantially.  Total 


for    that    period      Increased      $1,884,993,  I  exports  were  i2.904,000,    exceeding    the 


making  a  total  of  $5,826,941.  Sliver 
fell  off  to  the  extent  of  over  $2,000,OoO. 
but  ahould  be  stimulated  by  the  recent 
increase  in  price.  Nickel  products  were 
$5,396,536  for  the  nine  months,  un  in- 
crease of  $1,845,980.  Copper  produc- 
tion amounted  to  $2,024,658,  un  increase 
of  $359,762.  Pig  Iron  decreased  $1,933.- 
037.  The  demand  for  certain  metals 
for  war  purposes  has  bedettted  the 
mining  industry  materially,  practically 
offsetting  the  decrease  In  silver,  etc. 

The  recovery  in  manufacturing  has 
been  most  remarkable.  Every  advan- 
tage is  being  taken  of  war  require- 
ments, and  plants  generally  are  run- 
ning  to   full  capacity.  . 

Building  permits  issued  during  1915 
in  twelve  of  the  principal  centres  In 
Ontario  total  about  one-third  of,  those 
issued  in  1914. 

Quebec 

The  past  year  proved  most  prolltahlo 
for  farmers  and  dairymen.  Crops  were 
above  tho  average.  Cheese  command- 
ed the  highest  prices  ever  known  to 
the  trade,  and  eggs  and  butter  main- 
tained a  very  hlgli  level  throughout  the 
year.  Exports  of  cheese  from  the  Port 
of  ifOntreal'.  werf  1,854.000  boxes,  as 
compared  with  1. 483.000  in  1914,  and  of 
butter,  53.420  packages  against  7.228 
lor  the   previous  year. 

Plants  capable  of  manufacturing 
munitions  were  very  active  throughout 
the  year,  and  clothing  and  similar  in- 
dustries were  also  kept  busy  on  war 
orders.  Concerns  not  participating  in 
such  orders  have  benefited  indirectly 
to  some  extent. 

The  value  of  new  buildings  in  Mont- 
real shows  a  decrease  of  nearly  50  per 
cent  for  the  year.  There  was  only  a 
slight  decline  in  the  City  of  Quebec. 

Ijumber  Interests  shared  the  poor  re- 
sults experienced  by  this  industry  in 
the  West,  owing  to  the  light  demand 
from  local  markets  and  the  United 
States,  and  the  scarcity  of  shipping 
facilities   f(jr  exports. 

Maritime  Provinces 

Conditions  in  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces have  been  generally  satisfactorj- 
throughout  the  year.  Wholesale  deal- 
ers are  optimistic,  and  retailers,  as  a 
rule,  have  experienced  an  excellent 
year's  buntne.ss.  Tbe  large  demand  for 
steel  was  ;i  boon  to  these  Provinces, 
and  war  order.M  generally-  resulted  In 
considerable   prosperity. 

The  output  of  coal  was  silghlly 
larger  than  in  the  pr'evlous  year,  anil 
would  have  been  greater  but  for  a 
shortage  of  labor. 

Lumber  ,or>erations  have  been  con- 
ducted on  a  larger  scale  than  usual. 
.Manufactured  iuiiiljer  shipped  to  Brit- 
ish markets  has  been  disposed  of  at 
niuxiniuni  prices,  and  the  high  freight 
rates  hu\e  been  borne  by  tbe  Import- 
ers. Ho  that  results  were  not  serkiusly 
affected  by  the  low  prices  prevailing 
until  recently  in  the  American  market. 

Fisheries  report  a  gn-ater  catch 
than  last  year,  and  abnormally  high 
prbes.  The  revenue  of  the  fishermen 
has  been  most  satisfactory,  and  the 
exporters  have  had  good  returns  in 
•ipite  of  high  freight  charges  and  un- 
favorable exchange  rates.  The  lob.ster 
catch  was  larger  than  in  1914,  and 
prices  were  fairly  good. 

Farmers  have  had  a  fairly  good 
year  on  the  whole.  The  hay  crop  was 
the  largest  on  record,  with  good  prices. 
Grain  and  root  crops,  except  potatoes, 
have  l>«en  average.  The  potato  crop 
waa  almost  a  failure  In  ^nost  sections 
of  the  country.  The  live  stock  and 
dairying  industries  •  are  flourishing. 
.Alth4>ugh  the  apple  yield  was  less 
than '65  per  cent  of  last  year's,  prices 
were  between  15  per  cent. and  ,15  per 
cent  better.  Net  results  to  fruitgrow- 
ers should  l>e  about  tbe  same  as  In 
1914. 

Nswfoundland.  . 

The  cod  catch  was  average,  with 
prices  exceptionally  high.  The  x'alue 
of  this  industry  to  the  countr>-  is  no 
less  than  $8,000,000.  <'od  oil  has  ad- 
vanced  from  $85  to  $l.'iO  per  ton. 

The  lobster  market  continued  to  be 
seriously  affected  by  the  war.  Prices 
were  slightly  l>etter  than  in  1914.  but 
still  ver>  loM  as  compsred  with  th'jse 
obtained  when  Germany  wg»  the  chief 
pur'-luiser. 

The  herring  industry  has  developed 
remarkably.  Owing  tb  the  heavy 
shortane  in  Scotch  herring,  packers 
are  following  the  Scotch  'method  of 
curing  almost  entirely,  and  receiving 
about  $20  per  bi^rrel — five  times  thf 
price  of  the  ordlnao'  herring. 

The  seal  catch  of  last  Spring  was 
less  than  one-third  of  the  average  on 
sccotint  of  the  abnormal  Ice  conditions, 
and    proitpticts    (or   the  coming   season 

are    not     Inight.    as    the     large    st'^ei  _        _  
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able  und  only  a  few  wooden  ships  are 
left  to  c#rry  on  the  industry. 

More  timber  was  cut  durtne  Itt? 
than  for  several  vi*ars  prevlotisly,  the 
demand  l>etng  good  and  prkses  high. 
The  pit  prop  Industry  has  develitp«ii 
oooaioerably  and  there  la  Qvery  pros- 
pect of  fnriher  prrintable  cxpansioiL 
Pnip  and  paper  Interests  report  a 
fairly  wm-r«as(ul  year.

Condvtions  In  Trinidad  are  very  sat- 
isfactory. The  cacao  crop  Is  above  the 
average,  with  prices  ranging  from  $17 
to  $18  per  100  lbs.,  which  is  about  40 
per  cent  In  excess  of  thu  average 
quotation  In  normal  times.  The  acre- 
age under  sugar  cane  has  been  largely 
increased,  and  weather  conditions  have 
been  favorable.  The  production  ftnd 
shipment  of  oil  Is  steadily  increasing, 
-and  on  account  of  the  high  price  of 
coal,  a  number  of  local  concerns  are 
arranging  their  plants  to  use  oil  fuel 
Instead  of  coal.  Exports  of  asphalt, 
which  fell  off  considerably  on  the  out- 
break of  war,  have  recovered  to  aome 
extent. 

Through  drought  the  sugar  crop  of 
1915  in  Barbados  fell  short  of  the  av- 
erage by  about  15,000  tons.  The  short- 
age, however,  was  more  than  made 
up  by  the  higher  prices  obtained.  A 
record  crop  Is  expected  during  the 
present  year. 

Conditions  In  the  smaller  Islands  of 
the  British  West  Indies  are  quite  sat- 
isfactory. Sugar  Is  the  principal  pro- 
duct of  St.  Kltts  and  Antigua,  which 
liuve  benefited  materially  in  common 
with   other  sugar  producing  countries. 

Dominica  has  received  very  satisfac- 
tory prices  for.  limes  and  cocao,  her 
principal  products,  and  tbe  same  may 
bo  said  of  Grenada,  the  exports  of 
which  consist  almost  entirely  of 
cacao. 

The  sponge  Industry  in  the  Bahamas 
which  was  rather  seriously  affected 
for  some  months  after  the  outbreak  of 
war,  is  again  in  a  flourishing  condition, 
tjwing  to  the  cessation  of  European 
travel,  Nassau  benefited  more  largely 
than  usual  during  the  past  season 
from  the  tourist  trade,  and  even  bet- 
ter results  are  anticipated  this  season. 

While  the  Government  of  a  number 
of  the  West  Indian  colonies  have  ex- 
pericnc'etl  falling  revenues,  which  will 
doubtless  require  to  be  met  by  Increua- 
cd  taxation,  business  conditions  as  a 
whole  have  materially  improved  on  ac- 
ci)uut  of  the  greatly  Increased  de- 
mand f<»r  their  products  duo  to  the 
war.  A  gratifying  feature  of  their  trade 
is  the  continued  Increase  in  both  ex- 
ports to  and  imports  from  Canada. 
British  Guiana 

in  British  Gulanu  tiio  production  of 
suKar  has  largely  increased.  As  this 
I'ouniiodity  .-Jnd  its  by-products  rep- 
resent over  three-quarters  of  the  total 
(.'xports  of  the  colony,  the  result  has 
been  very  Iteneficlul  to  trade  general- 
ly. Rice  was  an  average  crbp.  The 
exports  of  Iti^lata,  temporarily  suaifcnd- 
ed  oil  the  outbreak  of  war,  have  become 
normal  and  prices  arc  advancing.  Ex- 
ports of  tlinl>cr  have  practically  ceased 
on  account  of  high  freight  rates  and 
scarcity  of  tonnage.  The  jiroductlon 
ot  gold  will  show  a  considerable  de- 
cre:u»f.  Imports  have  l»een  steady, 
I  cade  with  Canada  showing  a  continu- 
ed growth.  Crop  prospects  for  1916  are 
yood. 

British    Honduras 

Business  In  British  Honduras  has 
l>een  quiet,  but  is  gradually  improving. 
The  exjH>rt  of  mahogany  has  fallen  off 
consldcratdy  from  the  figures  i>i  nor- 
ms! years,  while  conditions  In  general 
have  been  somewhat  adversely  affect- 
ed  by  the   Mexican   situation. 

Dominican  Rspublio 
The  business  of  our  branches  in  this 
Island  is  largely  connected  with  the 
sugar  Industry,  which  has  benefited  In 
the  same  proportions  as  at  other  |>olnts 
in  the  West  Indies.  The  present  year 
saw  the  end  of  a  series  of  revolutions 
which  greatly  retarded  the  development 
of   the  country. 

Cost*    Rica 

During  the  past  year  »'  branch  was 
opened  at  Han  Jose,  Costa  Rica.  The 
principal  products  of  the  country  are 
iiananas  and  coffee.  The  banxna  Indus- 
try Is  largely  In  the  hands  of  the  United 
Fruit  Company.  Boston.  The  present 
coffee  crop  is  the  best  in  years  and 
prices  are  antlsfartory.  There  has  been 
an  excellent  recov»^y  from  the  serious 
depression  felt  early  In  the  war,  which 
wss  necentuated  for  some  time  by  the 
withholding  of  credits  with  European 
houses'  by  whom  the  coffee  planters 
hail  be»>n  largely   financed.

Whilst  this  is  (he  caae.  It  may  t>e 
wise  to  consider  wtiat  tbe  fMture  may 
b<-  like.  We  cannot  Judge  of  thin  on  a 
Unancial  or  comnierelsl  I>ai*ls.  War  of 
the  present  m<gnitude.  affecting  no 
nuiny  Interests,  nnd  so  far-reaching  In 
its  effects,  destroys  all  princltdos  of 
business,  and  we  are  left  to  Judgo  of 
possible  results  on  new.  and  iKrh.tps 
wholly  uncertain  lines.  The  man  on 
the  street  is  perhaps  as  likely  to  be 
right  as  the  roost  capable  and  experi- 
enced business  man.  There  Is  no 
spi>cialty  expert  In  forecaata  uniler 
these  conditions.  I  do  not  profess  any 
apeclal  knowledge  or  Intuition  on  the 
subject,  and,  therefore,  what  I  have  to 
say  about  tbe  matter  must  be  proh- 
lenmtlc. 

Of  one  'thing  there  can  l>e  little 
doubt,  and  it  la  a  matter  which  bank- 
ing Institutions  must  take  Into  ac- 
count. Whenever  the  war  ends,  there 
may  be  a  r>erlod  of  ver>-  grave  depres- 
sion in  business  matters.  Ciinada, 
frpin  a  mercantile  and  manufacturing 
pfdnt  of  view,  la  singularly  active 
just  now.  This  is  not  due  to  the  con- 
dition of  general  or  continuous  trade, 
but  to  an  abnormal  state  of  affairs 
caused  by  special  and  abnormal  con- 
ditions. If  we  had  no  demand  for 
clothing,  t>oots,  shells,  food  and  other 
war  necessities,  almost  every  business 
would  be  dull  and  Inactive.  With  the 
tremendous  amount  of  money  received 
In  respect  of  such  manufactures.  It  Is 
no  wonder  that  banks  have  money,  or 
that  a  spasmodic  wave  of  prosperity, 
limited  as  it  may  be.  Is  felt  In  many 
of  our  business  centres,  .\fter  the 
war,  what  may  we  expect,  looking  at 
the  question  from  a  common  sbnae 
standpoint?  We  had  a  m^ket  in 
every  country  In  Europe  up  to  1914. 
That  market  has  beep  destroyed,  ex- 
cept for  the  articles  above  mentioned, 
and  some  others.  Take  away  these 
articles,  and  what  market  would  we 
have  for  almost  any  of  our  products, 
except  perhaps  grain?  How  long  will 
it  take  to  reconstruct  and  reorganise 
our  former  morket?  I  believe  It  will 
be  five  years  after  t^e  war  ceases  be- 
fore this  reconstruction  can  be  effe<:t- 
ed.  and  during  that  time  we  will  feel 
tho  depression  always  resulting  to  a 
jiroduclng  country,  where  tho  demand 
Is  more  or  less  d«f«troyed.  The  mil- 
lions of  the  conquerors  and  the  con- 
(HJored  must  fall  back  Into  the  line  of 
demand,  before  we  can  hope  to  re- 
cover. What  new  areas  for  our  goods 
have  we  acquired?  Some  efforts  have 
Iq  seoure  these,  but  ao  far 
our  efforts  have  been  limited  In  prac- 
tical  results. 

I  refer  to  these  matters,  not  because 
I  have  lost  one  particle  of  faith  In  the 
great  vital  strength  of  Canada,  t)"t  be- 
cause I  think  we  ought  not  to  b*  lulled 
to  sleep  by  the  voice  of  the  theorist, 
or  the  prophecies  of  tho  dreamer. 
Rather  let  us  look  Our  position  In  thu 
face,  and  «t>repare  against  such  reali- 
ties as  may  hapt^en  to  us.  or  what  may 
bo  reasonably  expected.  W'ell,  this  Is 
the  first  thing  we  should  consider,  and 
very  seriously.  The  banks  ought  to  so 
direct  their  business  policy  as  to  pro- 
vide for  such  a  contingency. 

Another  matter  we  mdst  be  prepared 
to  meet  is  the  disposition  of  the  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  men  of  our  own 
country,  and  the  millions  of  Great 
Britain,  who  at  tho  close  of  the  war 
will  be  without  an  occupation.  Their 
present  life  will  more  or  less  unfit 
them  for  the  routine  of  dally  labor. 
They  will  not  be  the  same  men  as 
when  they  left  tho  plough,  the  factory 
or  the  shop.  War  and  army  life  are 
very  different  from  peace  and  tho  aoll- 
tarlnesa  of  the  workman.  W'hat  pro- 
vision IB  being  made  by  way  of  prepar- 
ation or  otherwise  for  the  soldier  who 
leaves  a  life  of  excitement  and  com- 
radeship in  the  trenches,  and  Is  asked 
to  take  up  the  monotony  of  the  ham- 
mer, or  the  plough,  or  to  go  back  to 
the  sale  of  goods  over  the  counter? 

The  partial,  and  perhaps  the  chief 
cure.  It  seems  to  me,  will  be  immigra- 
tion, baited  on  a  sane  system  and  gov- 
erned by  practical  methods.  80  far, 
our  methods  of  immigration  have  been 
most  primitive.  This  bringing  out 
men  to  this  country,  and  planting  them 
miles  away  from  a  neighbor,  without 
knowledge  of  practical  wants  or  con- 
ditions, poor,  and  with  no  means  of 
getting  help,  has  resulted.  In  what  we 
might  expect.  Many  of  these  settlers 
have  grown  tired  and  almost  desperate 
with  the  lonely  life,  and  thfl  lack  of 
sympathy,  and  have  drifted  back  to 
the  centres  and  become  a  burden.  In 
addition  to  this,  they  have  ceased  to 
perform  their  functions,  and  have  be- 
come consumers,  instead  of  producers, 
adding  to  the  country's  load,  instead 
of  to  the  National  wealth,  by  means  of 
industry  and  production  from  the  land. 
We  should  place  these  settlers  in 
l>lock8,  not  composed  of  any  particular 
nationality,  and  a  practical  farmer 
should  bre  appointed  by  the  Govern- 
ment In  various  localities  to  shbw  them 
what  to  do  and  how  to  do  it.  The 
Government  should-  help  these  people 
for  a  year  or  two,  and  'make  every 
bank  Its  agent  to  advance  means  of 
a  limited  amount  to  help  the  settler 
along.  The  Government  might  very 
properly,  under  proper  safeguard.  In- 
demnify all  back  advances  to  thete 
men  up  to  a  few  hundred  doll.^rs  each, 
against  which  the  land  and  stock  and 
crops   would   be  a  securlt.v. 

This  Is  only  a  mere  outline,  but  I  am 
certain  a  system  could  be  worked  out 
under  which  wo  could  get  t^p  times 
the  number  of  settlers  we  have  be.-n 
getting  In  the  past.  One  has  only  to 
mention  the  fact  that  Canada  Is  abxit 
the  only  country  left  which  can  .>ffer 
climate,  R(dl,  transportation,  land,  eta, 
to  an  unlimited  extent,  and  '.he  most 
we  have  been  able  to  attract  has  been 
about  forty  or  fifty  thousand  capable 
men  per  annum.  And.  let  me  correct 
a  mistake  which  Is  apparently  com- 
mon to  many  people.  Banks  are  a«?- 
cused  of  not  lending  to  Western  'urm- 
ftn.  If  proper  precautions  and  legisla- 
tion wer*  provided,  as  In  the  cnso  of 
lumbermen,  wholesale  dealers  and 
mnnufacturei*8,  wherehv  a  simple  and 
reasonable  security  could  be  given  ly 
the  farmer  to  a  bank,  the  far-nnrs 
would  be  enabled  to  borrow  ev'.T>-  dol- 
lar they  required.  Everyone  connecti^d 
with  a  bank  knows  that  banks  irrefor 
farmers'  notes  ,to  those  of  any  other 
nature,  and  I  am  certain  that.  If  the 
aggregate  amount  of  purely  agricul- 
tural loans  made  by  banlta  wss  known. 
It  would  be  seen  that  this  line  rrt  credit 
is  Isrger  than  that  of  almoa*  every 
other  class.  I  hope  to  produce  ^omc 
day  actual  evidence  of  this  fsct,  and  I 
am  sure.

diminished  or  destroyed.  All  these 
create  new  conditions  and  demand  a 
very  thorough  and,  I  tblnk,  speedy  re- 
examination of  the  large  Held  above- 
mentioned,  and,  in  addition  to  that, 
sympathies  liave  l»een  developed  whteb 
will   greatly  aid  In  future  exchanges. 

After  pointing  out  the  necesalty  for 
quick  and  ■  ^fflclenl  action,  Hlr  George 
goea  on  to  siik'gest  how  this  may  be 
accomplished  by  a  visit  to  Europe  of 
practical  buslneaa  men  and  cxperla 
from   these   parts. 

"Again,"  continues  Sir  George,  "It

ifrovernmental  ofncefs  and  business  men 
there  .with  reference  thereto.  Thestf  se- 
lected repreacntatives  and  experts  eoubl 
be  given  aU  facilities  possible  by  the 
Canadian  Government,  with  the  result 
of  placing  them  in  the  best  posaililc 
poatlon  for  carrying  on  their  work  ami 
conducting  their  inveatlgatlons  and  con- 
ferences. Each  intercHt  MhouM,  I  tblnk. 
l>car  the  expense  «»f  its  selected  repre- 
sentative, th«*  Government  giving  Its 
Inlluenee  to  focllltote  their  work  by 
way  of  accrediting  them  to  the  proper 
authorities.

-  terlale.  estimated  at  over  f  500,000,000, 
has  given  employment  to  every  manu- 
facturing plant  which  could  adapt  It- 
Melf  to  requirements.  No  leas  than  340 
plants,  large  and  amall,  are  engagea 
today  In  the  manufacture  of  shells.  The 
Industry  haa  proved  an  Inestimable 
hoon  to  this  country  and  the  salvation 
of  1^  numbor  of  companies  which  migni 
otherwise. not  have  survived  the  crisis." 

VrtoyoMA  Baak  AmalgamatloB 

Ulscusalng  the  negotiations  that  were 
tinder  way  .for  the  amalgamation  of  the 
ituyal  Bank  and  the  Bank  of  Hamil- 
ton, HIr  H«rb#rt  said: 

"You  are  aware  of  the  failure  of  the 
negotiations  regarding  an  amalgamu- 
tion  with  the  Bank  of  Hamilton.  Tho 
directors  of  both  hanka  had  unanimous- 
ly approved  the  terms  and  conditions 
o(  the  proposed  amalgamation,  aiid 
were  prepared  to  recommend  It  to  their 
aharcholdera,  but  the  Minister  of  Fi- 
nance refused  his  consent  on  the 
ground  that  It  was  not  In  the  public  , 
Interest.  It  Is  difficult  for  us  to  under- 
stand bis  objection  on  this  ground,  as 
It  haa  been  demonstrated  that  every, 
previous  bank  amalgamation  In  this 
country — and,  we  believe.  In  other 
countries — was  distinctly  In  the  public 
Interest.  The  public  directly  concerned, 
namely  the  Involuntary  creditor — ^he 
note  hoMer,  and  the  voluntary  creditor 
—the  iapoaltor.  could  not  conceivably 
object  to  increasod  security;  not  has 
experience  ahown  that  the  borrowing 
blaasos  would  prefer  a  bank  with  small 
resources  to  a  bank  with  larire  le- 
BOurcs.  The  decision  eMtabllahes  a  dan- 
gerous precedent,  as  It  denlea  to  the 
ehareholders  of  a  bank,  who,  as  you 
hnow,  have  a  double  liability,  the  right 
In  their  corporate  capacity  to  control 
their  own  property,  and  also  the  op- 
portunity to  enhance  its  value." 
AdteMs  of  Vr.  V«M« 

Mr.  E.  L.  Pease,  the  general  manager, 
niter  reviewing  the  progress  made  by 
the  bank  during  the  war.  made  a  toucn-

"The  Increase  in  deposlta  do«a  not 
Include  any  large  amounts  of  a  apeclai 
nature,  but  cooslata  chiefly  of  aavlnic* 
deposits  which  are  widely  dlatrlbuUd, 
and,  therefore,  wa  truat  of  aparman- 
cnt  character' 

"The  decraaaa  In  loans  In  Canada  la 
lit  line  with  tha  ganaral  contraction. 
The  expansion  elsewhere  took  place  In 
the  Weat  IiuUca — principally  In  Cuba. 
Where  prosiieroaa  conditions  prei'alled. 
owing  to  the  abnormal  demand  for  su- 
gar caused   by   the    war. 

"The  lucraased  profits  ar«  due  to 
this  expanaiun  of  loans,  the  eantractlou 
In  Canada  being  more  than  oCfaet  b> 
the  Increase  elaawhere;  and  to  econo- 
my  in  administration. 

''The  increas*  In  Inveatments  con- 
sists almost  entirely  of  participation 
In  the  Briclsb  Goverr.roaot  and  Cana- 
dian Oovemment  war  lonna. 

"Uf  the  alx  branches  opened  duritag 
the  year,  five  are  in  tha  aouth:  fiftaen 
branches  and  two  aub-branchaa  in 
Canada  were  closed  during  the  year  t>* 
consequence  of  the"  trada  depraaslon 
which  necesHltated  retrenchment,  and 
the  difficulty  of  chaining  atafT  vacan- 
cRta  caused  by  enllatment.  co^pellihg 
economy  In  men.  Tt>ls  policy  may  tiava 
to  b«  carried  further,  aa  over  400  mfm- 
bera  of  our  ataff.  Including  many  amtor 
otticera,  have  left  on  military  servlde. 
and  we  are  dally  receiving  advice  o» 
ether   enlistments." 

After  dealing  with  the  manner  in 
which  Canada  has  stood  the  ahock  of 
the  war.     Mr.  Peaan  aald: 

"Having  turned  from  a  debtor  to  tt 
creditor  under  the  force  of  urgent  i>w> 
cfsaity,  we  ahould  atrive  to  make  the 
turning  permanent.  We  now  know  that 
Wo  poasess  the  essentials.  The  ques- 
tion Is  one  of  maintaining  and  Increaa- 
lug  our  exports  l>y  incrcaaing  produc- 
tlon,  and  curtailing  Imports  by  econo- 
my  In  consumption.  The  Federal  Econ- 
omlc  Commlaalon,  appointed  to  atudy 
these  and  kindred  questions,  ahould  re- 
ceive every  possible  assistance. 

"Uur  defect  In  the  past  has  been  the 
spending  of  borrowed  capital  too  free- 
ly In  unproductive  works.  It  would  be 
Interesting  to  know  how  much  of  our 
lorelgn  debt  Is  so  represented  and  hew 
much  by  capitaltxed  interetit.  The  exig- 
encies of  the  war  may  render  It  diffi- 
cult to  renew  our  maturing  obligations 
In  Kngland.^  Now  that  the  country's 
equipment  for  production  and  distrl-, 
butlon  Is  excellent,  we  ahould  refrain 
from  railway-  and  other  largo  conatruc- 
tlon  Work  until  we  can  make  the  pres- 
ent Investment  profitable.  After  three 
years  of  liquidation  and  readjustment, 
cur  economic  condition  Is  basically 
sound,  and  we  should  try  to  keep  it  so." 

The  board  of  directors  decided  on  a 
change  -  In  the  leading  officials  of  tha 
bank.  Mr.  Kdson  L.  Peaae,  the  prta" 
ent^.  general  manager,  waa  requested  to 
assume  the  higher  office  of  managing 
director  and  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
t'ank,  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Nell.  asaiaUnt  gen- 
eral manager,  waa  appointed  general 
manager.  The  board  of  directors  and 
otflcers   were   elected   an   follows:

A  very  Intereatlag 
rafaranoe  is  made  to  the  flabing  indua- 
try.  aa  foUowa: 

"The  report  of  the  Flaberien  Branch 
for  laat  yaar  recorda  a  total  production 
valued  at  alwut  ISl.tM.OM.  a  decreaaa 
of  |t.*M.0OO.  In  round  numbers.  Tha 
aalmon  pack  on  tha  Kraaer  decreaaed^ 
heavily,  accounting  for  the.  decline  of 
over  |2,taf,000  In  the  British  Columbia 
output.  Nova  Scotia  also  showed  a  de- 
craaaa  which,  however,  waa  more  than 
oSaet  by  New  Brunawick'a  aubatantlal 
gain.  Tha  salmon.  lobster,  herring, 
halibut  and  mackerel  were  the  principal 
commercial  apeciea  to  decline  in  yield, 
aa  compared  with  the  previous  year; 
the  catchea  of  haddock,  cod  and  aar- 
dinaa  were  well  abovo  those  of  ltl>-14. 

The  commlaalon  haa  continued  to 
add  Ita  efforts  to  the  general  endeavbr 
to  popularize  the  uae  pf  flsh  as  a  staple 
food.  Instead  of  as  an  occasional 
change  of  diet.  How  the  heme  market 
can  haat  he  utUlxed  la  a  matter  for 
tha  moat  careful  conaldaratlon  of  flah* 
ing  Interests,  official  and  private,  not 
only  under  the  prevent  abnormal  cir- 
cumstances, but  equally  so  when  nor- 
mal conditlona  return.  Heretofore  no 
opportunity  has  been  loat  to  placa 
Canadian  flah  products  on  foreign  mar- 
keta;  th^  export  trade  haa  been  prose- 
cuted vlgoronaly. 

"Within  the  paat  year  the  BrItUh 
and  Auatrallan  markets  have  been  In- 
vaded. 6uch  commercial  enterprlaa 
merlta  the  higheat  commendation,  par- 
ticularly ao  when  it  serves  alao  to  re- 
lieve a  national  n«ce8alty.  auch  as  the 
present  flab  shortage  haa  caused  In 
Great  Britain.  But  the  cultivation  of 
overseas  trade  seems  to  be  emphasised 
at  the  expense  of  domestic  Possibilities  yg^mgij 


and  without  due  appreciation  of  tha 
unique  pealtlon  already  occupied  by 
our  Ashing  Industry  .with  regard  to  ex- 
port   business. 

'.'Liaat  year  foreign  markets  took  ap< 
proximately  62  per  cent  of  our  flsh'ery 
producta — a  much  greater  proportion 
of  Its  total  produce  than  was  contrib- 
uted to  the  channels  of  foreign  trade 
by  any  other  branch  of  industry — and 
it  Is  by  no  means  evident  that  the  do- 
mestic demand  has  reached  its  maxi- 
mum. Although  trade  returns  indicate 
that  the  flsherles  net  Canada  annually 
a  handsome  favorable  balance  of  trade, 
the  extent  of  foreign  markets  doea  not 
fully  compensate  for  their  Instability 
aa  compared  with  the  home  market. 
Neglect  for  domestic  poaslblllties.  In 
favor  of  foreign,  results  In  an  econ- 
omic loss  to  the  community  at  large, 
and  ordinarily  leaaena  the  atabllity  of 
the   Industr}'   concerned."

"The  last  three  yeara  have  ahown 
how  entirely  prosperity  in  the  southern 
interior  of  British  Columbia  depends  on 
lumbering,  agriculture  and  mining. 
Wh.en  any  one  of  these  industries  lan- 
guishes the  eftect  Is  felt  acutely  by 
every  class  of  tho  population.  Mer- 
chants And  their  business  shrinks,  rail- 
roads reduce  their  train  and  section 
crews;  banks,  hotels,  farmers — practi- 
cally every  bueiiuess  you  can  mention- 
suffer  alike.  Loss  of  bufllnestf  dnd  un- 
employment in  time  drives  population 
away. 

"The  lumbering  industry  in  particu- 
lar apreada  its  Influence  into  every 
portion  of  the  southern  Interior  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  Any  reduction  in  log- 
ging camps  and  aawmlllH  makes  itaelf 
felt,  in  the  most  serious  raaaner.  in 
every  artery  of  trade.  Since  this  is 
so  and  slnc«  it  Is  tha  business  of  the 
governments  to  safeguard  the  ■  general 
welfare,  the  Ooyernment  of  thia  Prov- 
ince Is  bound  to  do  everything  In  Its 
power  ta  aaalst  a  vital  Industry  of  this 
kind.  During  the  past  year  the  Prov- 
Inclal^povamment  haa  therefore  been 
devolving  new  ways  of  aiding  our  lum- 
bermen and  In  particular  haa  launched 
a  market  extension  campaign  for  Brlti 
lah  Columbia  lumber  in  the  Prairie  and 
System   Pro\-inces  as   well   as  overseas. 

"Reduced  oongumptlon  of  lumber  all 
over  the  continent  Indicated  the  need 
for  educating  the  consumer.  This  Is 
especially  neoeaaary  in  regions  such  as 
the  Prairie  Provinces  which  are  the 
nearest  and  biggeat   market  for  nrliiah

NKW  YOKK,  Jan.  21. — Dispatches  to 
Dun'a  Review  from  branches  of  R  G. 
L>un  &  Company  in  the  'leading  cities 
of  Canada  continue  almost  unlformally 
favorable,  for,  while  the  cold  weather 
in  most  sections  haa  Interfered  witn 
if.tall  distribution  In  certain  lines.
